WASHINGTON Republican-leaning states in the South 
and West will gain political clout from population 
figures released Tuesday, dealing a blow to President 
Obama and his fellow Democrats that could linger 
for years. 

The U.S. Census Bureau estimates show a popu- 
lation shift from Democratic-leaning states in the 
Northeast and Midwest to Republican strongholds 
such as Texas, Utah and South Carolina, giving those 
states more seats in the House of Representatives. 

The new figures also could play a role in the 2012 
White House race. The number of House seats de- 
termines each state’s representation in the Electoral 
College, which is used to elect a president. 

The release of the figures kicks off the once-a- 
decade, state-by-state fight over redrawing congres- 
sional lines to ensure each House district represents 
roughly the same number of people, as required by 


the Constitution. 

The redistricting process is intensely partisan in 
many states as the parties fight to draw the boundar- 
ies in a way that makes each of the 435 House dis- 
tricts more reliably Republican or Democratic. 

States that gained seats must determine where 
to place the new districts, with the dominant party 
in each state looking for maximum political advan- 
tage. States that lost seats will decide which districts 
to combine, meaning some House incumbents will 
have to face each other in the 2012 election. 

“Now everyone can start to figure out who has a tar- 
get on their back,” said Tim Storey a redistricting ex- 


pert at the National Conference of State Legislatures. 

The figures released Tuesday are from the 2010 na- 
tional population survey, conducted every 10 years. 

Much of the population shift came from more 
Democratic states won by Obama in the 2008 presi- 
dential election to more conservative states won by 
Republican presidential candidate Sen. John McCain 
of Arizona. 

The changes in House apportionment mean 
Obama could face a slightly tougher electoral map 
when he seeks re-election in 2012. 

“If it was a really close race for the White House, 
this could be the difference,” Storey said.

I need to limit my cookie intake 
or risk turning into a jolly old elf 

So when the mood to bake strikes, I remind myself that this is 
the season of giving, after all, and I put most of my gut-busting 
goodies aside for co-workers. 

I know I’m not the only one who does this. A co-worker recently 
made chocolate chip cookies, and when she sat down to enjoy 
them she saw that the Victoria’s Secret Fashion Show was on TV 
She immediately boxed up the sweets and brought them to work. 

(Apparently, models in lingerie are a great motivator for women. 
For men, I recommend leaving the French rugby photo book 
“Dieux du Stade” open next to the cookie jar. One look at those 
insanely in-shape rugby gods and you’ll bypass the carrot cake and 
reach for an actual carrot.) 

I’ve tried making “light” cookies, which taste pretty good so 
long as you don’t actually eat them. So what choice do I have? If 
I am going to spend three hours trying a new Paula Been recipe 
that calls for a pound of butter, a gallon of whipping cream and 
six dozen eggs, I want it to be eaten and enjoyed ... by everyone at 
work. 

The irony is that while I can abstain from eating my own baked 
goods. I’m less strict when my colleagues bring their homemade 
goodies to work. 

If I bake a cake, then I know how nutritionally good— or, more 
accurately bad— for me it is. But if someone else brings some 
sweets to my desk, then blissful ignorance takes over. I will eat a 
few and just pretend they’re not loaded with butter, sugar, calories 
and delicious fat. For all I know, that could be a healthy triple 
chocolate caramel toffee pumpkin cheesecake, right? 

Or I rationalize: Six oatmeal cookies for breakfast is the same as 
a bowl of oatmeal. A cupcake is like a muffin made by elves. Pie has 
fruit in it and fudge is, well, fudge, but you get the idea. 

Oh, the agony! I want to enjoy the treats around the holidays. I 
just don’t want my stomach to shake when I laugh, like a bowl full 
of jelly Or like a bowl of figgy pudding.

Judge rules against 
releasing former 
governor to be 
with his sick wife 


Gay rights group 
fires spokesman, 
seeks repiacement

The CEO of Equality Illinois, the state’s largest 
advocacy group for lesbians and gays, acknowl- 
edged this week that the recent departure of 
outspoken co-founder Rick Garcia has shaken 
Chicago’s gay community but he said the agen- 
cy will push forward next year with an aggres- 
sive strategy 

Garcia, 53, the group’s longtime public policy 
director whose hard-hitting political style has at 
times conflicted with the agency’s leaders, was 
fired last week after two decades with the group. 
His departure came less than three weeks after 
a major victory in which the Illinois Legislature 
passed a bill allowing civil unions for same-sex 
couples. 

CEO Bernard Cherkasov said Equality Il- 
linois will begin a search process after the holi- 
days to beef up the policy team. Meanwhile, he 
said, much of the advocacy work will be carried 
out by a lobbyist who is on retainer and mem- 
bers of the board of directors. 

“Some in the community may look at this 
and not understand the reason ... but as they 
learn more about our priorities for the coming 
months and years, they will find for themselves a 
home within Equality Illinois,” Cherkasov said. 

Cherkasov declined to discuss the reasons for 
Garcia’s dismissal, but Garcia said it was a result 
of conflicting styles. 

“The style I have has been hard and rough 
like Chicago politics. You tell the truth, fight 
hard and keep your eyes on the prize,” Garcia 
said. “{Cherkasov} comes out of the idea that we 
should be well-mannered, nice and corporate. 
That doesn’t work in Chicago.”

Convicted former Gov. George Ryan is 
“devastated” by a federal judge’s deci- 
sion not to release him from prison early 
so he can be with his wife, who is dying 
from cancer, his family said Tuesday 

“Is this what American justice is now?” 
Ryan’s son Homer asked reporters in 
front of the family’s home in Kankakee 
hours after the 58 -page ruling was hand- 
ed down. 

“Put yourself in our shoes and you’ll 
know the feeling we have and he has,” 
Ryan added, calling the ruling “cold and 
heartless.” 

Ryan’s attorneys said they would ap- 
peal immediately and also would ask the 
Bureau of Prisons to release the former 
governor, who was convicted on federal 


corruption charges seven years ago. 

“Mrs. Ryan has three to six months to 
live and the only thing she cares about is 
seeing her husband,” said Jim Thompson, 
one of Ryan’s attorneys and a former gov- 
ernor himself 

In her ruling, U.S. District Judge Re- 
becca Pallmeyer expressed sadness at the 
discovery that Ryan’s wife of more than 
50 years, Lura Lynn, is suffering from ter- 
minal cancer and likely will not survive 
until his 2013 release date. 

But she noted that a prison sentence 
often exacts a harsh punishment on the 
convicted and their family 

‘Any sensitive judge realizes that a 
lengthy prison term effectively robs the 
convicted person of what we all value 
most: months and years with loved ones. 


some of whom will no longer be there 
when the sentence has been served,” Pall- 
meyer wrote. 

Ryan’s lawyers also will file a request 
with the federal Bureau of Prisons to have 
Ryan released through an administrative 
process separate from his appeal. 

Thompson insisted Ryan’s convictions 
were invalidated by a U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling that narrowed the definition of 
“honest services” fraud under which he 
was convicted. The stricter definition re- 
quires prosecutors to give evidence of a 
bribe or kickback. 

“I think the ruling is wrong, with all 
due respect to Judge Pallmeyer, who gave 
us a long hearing and a lengthy opinion,” 
Thompson said. “The government did 
not prove bribery in this case.” 


CTA nets grant 
for rapid transit 

The CTA has received a second federal grant 
to plan for rapid transit-style bus service, this 
one aimed at shortening commuting times on 
north-south cross-town trips, officials said 
Tuesday 

The Eederal Transit Administration awarded 
the CTA $1.6 million to help design the special 
express bus service along the transit agency’s 
western corridor. 

Key features of bus rapid transit include the 
use of bus-only lanes, particularly during rush 
periods, and on-board technology that commu- 
nicates with traffic signals to allow buses to pass 
through busy intersections ahead of other traf- 
fic.

Man accused of 
forcing woman 
to solicit sex

A West Side man is accused of beating a 
woman he dated until she agreed to work 
as a prostitute along an infamous stretch of 
Mannheim Road in Stone Park. 

Walter Miller, 39, of the 1300 block of 
South Lawndale Avenue, is charged with in- 
voluntary servitude— a felony punishable by 
up to 30 years in prison. He’s also charged 
with trafficking in persons for forced labor 
or services, aggravated domestic battery and 
pandering. Miller’s bond was set at $250,000. 

Miller was arrested after the 30 -year-old 
woman he dated contacted Stone Park police 
and told officers she had been forced to sell 
herself for sex along Mannheim Road, “an 
area long targeted by sheriff’s vice officers,” 
according to the Cook County sheriff’s office. 

The woman told investigators that she be- 
gan dating Miller in early 2010, and he soon 
began forcing her to work as a prostitute be- 
cause she wasn’t making enough money as a 
waitress. Miller is accused of taking the wom- 
an to bars and forcing her to solicit men for 
sex, according to authorities.

City Hall watchdog proposes gift ban

Just in time for Christmas, City Hall’s top watch- 
dog is playing the Grinch by recommending Mayor 
Daley implement a total ban on employees receiving 
gifts from people with city business. 

The recommendation came in a study Tuesday 
that found Chicago Department of Transportation 
employees regularly accept gifts— including meals, 
party invitations, sports tickets and golf outings— 
from contractors doing business with the city 

During nearly a two-year period ending in mid- 


December 2008, transportation department con- 
tractors spent more than $10,000 on gifts for more 
than 40 employees. Inspector General Joseph Fer- 
guson concluded. 

They spent another $9,800 on events attended by 
an unknown number of department employees, he 
said. 

Ferguson also listed six other inspector general 
cases over the years that involved giving gifts to city 
employees that led to city employee discipline and 
departures, suspensions of business with the con- 


tractors involved and, in some city departments, 
bans on accepting any gifts. 

He also said many of the gifts, such as outings 
to Chicago Bulls games, golf outings that served as 
fundraisers for aldermen and annual holiday parties, 
exceeded the $50 value limit set out in city code. 

Under that code, employees cannot accept any 
one gift worth more than $50, or gifts worth more 
than $100 during the course of a single year, from a 
contractor whose work the employee has the ability 
to “substantially affect.” 


Jimmy John’s pushes for alfalfa sprout removal

Jimmy John’s has asked its franchises to pull alfalfa 
sprouts believed to be tied to outbreaks of salmo- 
nella in Illinois and Wisconsin. 

The sandwich chain says it is pulling them as a 
“good faith and good will gesture.” 

Illinois health officials have confirmed that 43 
Illinois residents and one Wisconsin resident have 
salmonella. 

All residents said they ate alfalfa sprouts at Jimmy 


John’s restaurants in Adams, Champaign, Cook, Du- 
Page, Kankakee, Macon, McHenry McLean, Peoria 
and Will counties, according to the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Public Health. 

IDPH officials said alfalfa sprout producers and 
suppliers are being investigated, and produce test- 
ing is ongoing. Three other reported cases are under 
investigation. 

Symptoms of illness caused by salmonella include 
diarrhea, vomiting, fever and stomach cramps. Ill- 


ness usually develops within six to 72 hours after be- 
ing exposed to salmonella bacteria. 

The IDPH has advised the sandwich company to 
remove alfalfa from its menus. However, the com- 
pany said earlier Tuesday that there hasn’t been an 
official warning to remove the sprouts. 

“Like other restaurants, we are working with the 
State of Illinois Health Department as they investi- 
gate the source of the illness,” the company said in a 
statement, ap contributed

Congress OKs spending bill 

With a government shutdown loom- 
ing, Congress approved a temporary 
spending bill late Tuesday that will fund 
the government for another 10 weeks. 

The current law funding the government- 
a so-called continuing resolution-was set 
to expire at midnight Tuesday. 

FCC approves Web rules 

□ The Federal Communications 

Commission on Tuesday approved 
“high-level rules of the road” designed to 
ensure that Internet providers grant ev- 
eryone equal access to the Web. The rules 
are designed to, in effect, keep the com- 
panies that own the Internet’s real-world 
infrastructure from slowing down some 
types of websites or apps or speeding up 
others for high-paying clients.

High-speed Internet has had the greatest 
technological effect on society over the 
past decade and is the technology most 
people say they cannot live without, ac- 
cording to a new online survey conducted 
by Zogby International. Facebook and 
Google were close behind. 



Airline spurns Orbitz 


ATLANTA American Airlines said 
Tuesday it would no longer sell 
flights on Chicago-based online travel 
agency Orbitz Worldwide after a ruling 
from an Illinois court. 

The carrier said it would stop display- 
ing and selling fares through Orbitz and 
Orbitz for Business. It said in a statement 
that American tickets were available 
through other outlets, including its own 
website and priceline.com. 

On Tuesday Judge Martin Agran of the 
Circuit Court of Cook County denied a 
request for an injunction filed by Travel- 
port LP, which owns a 48 percent share 
in Orbitz, seeking to prevent American 
from pulling its flights. 

American had warned earlier this year

Orbitz Chief Executive Barney Harf- 
ord said the company had not heard from 
other major airlines wanting to take ac- 
tions similar to American’s. 

“That is not a major concern of ours at 
this stage,” he said.

Bears coach has thrived this season in the face of critics 


I owe Lovie Smith 
an apolog)^ 

I can admit 
when Fm wrong. 

Hell, I can admit 
Fm wrong when 
Fm right. (Fm 
married and have 
learned my les- 
son.) 

Fve been pretty 
hard on Lovie the 
past couple of sea- 
sons — on Twitter, 
on Facebook, with 
my friends, my 
spiritual adviser, 
my dog, probably 
even in the pages of RedEye now and 
again. 

But I take it all back. Sure, I can’t delete 
all those tweets or posts or make people 
unhear what I said or unpublish those 


sports sections, but you get the point. 

Lovie deserves credit. He’s led this 
team to another division title— the third 
time he’s done that since he was hired in 
2004— and has them playing about as well 
as anyone in the league. 

In his seven seasons as head coach, he 
has compiled a 62-48 record for a .564 
winning percentage. That’s pretty damn 
good. Bill Belichick, considered one of 
the NFLs best coaches, has a career .630 
winning percentage. 

Before the regular season started, I — 
and many people around town— thought 
the Bears were going to be terrible, histor- 
ically horrid even. They looked absolutely 
lost in the preseason. And coming off a 
third-place, 7-9 showing last season, talk 
already had started to swirl about Lovie’s 
job security 

Honestly, I hoped the Bears would be 
so bad to start the season that Lovie and 
most of the Bears management would be 


shipped out of town. 

Why? I bought into the group-think 
that the Bears needed a big-time No. i 
receiver to thrive, that Jerry Angelo ig- 
nored massive needs on the offensive line 
and that all involved had placed too much 
faith in an inconsistent starting quarter- 
back in Jay Cutler. 

Turns out, while those still might 
be concerns for some, the Bears under 
Lovie have overcome their weaknesses — 
overachieved perhaps. They have— and 
Lovie’s responsible for this— proved the 
doubters wrong. That doesn’t mean the 
Bears are going to be celebrating a Super 
Bowl title in February, it just means they 
and Lovie have done enough to earn my 
respect. 

And they should have your respect too. 

So, Lovie, if you’re reading this. Sorry 
Lemme buy you a beer or coffee or what- 
ever. 

Now, let’s talk about that Super Bowl ...

“He’s feeling 
better and was 
able to do some 
light exercise,” 
Thibodeau said. 
“So I think he’ll 
be fine after 
[Tuesday].”

Kurt Thomas owns some battle scars that might be 
older than Derrick Rose, which is why he always of- 
fers a bemused look when questioned about what 
he has to offer. 

“Ill just do what IVe always been doing— de- 
fend, rebound, set screens and hit open shots,” 
Thomas, a 15-year veteran, has said. 

If Thomas does those things at even half the rate 
he offered in the Bulls’ 121-76 blowout victory over 
Philadelphia on Tuesday, Joakim Noah’s eight- to 
10 -week absence won’t be nearly so painful. 

Thomas tallied 12 points, eight rebounds and 
five blocks in 28 minutes, helping set a defensive 
tone that carried the Bulls to their eighth victory 
in nine games. 

“He’s been doing it for 100 years,” coach Tom 
Thibodeau said. “He’s a smart player, plays good 
body position defense, great communicator, sets 
great screens. And he can shoot.” 

Rose, Luol Deng and Carlos Boozer handled the 
heavy lifting offensively helping the Bulls tally a 
season-high 32 assists and shoot a season-high 64.5 
percent in posting their largest margin of victory. 

Rose finished with 22 points and 12 assists in just 
29 minutes. Deng added 22 points. And Boozer tal- 
lied 16 points and ii rebounds as all starters were 
able to sit the entire fourth quarter with another 
game looming ^)Cbdnesday in Washington. 

The Bulls led by as many as 51, the first time since 
Jan. 13, 2007, against Memphis they’ve enjoyed 
a 40 -point lead. They also tallied 28 fast-break 
points, 52 points in the paint and, with the aid of 
II steals, scored 31 points off 18 turnovers by the 
Sixers. 

“There wasn’t much not to Hke,” Thibodeau said. 
“Right from the start, we had great energy Defen- 
sively we did a really good job.” 

And the 76ers had won eight of ii and ranked 
second in opponents’ field goal percentage. 

Thomas’ teammates scoffed at those who 
thought the third-oldest player in the league had 
little left in the tank. 

“It didn’t shock us when he hit those shots be- 
cause in practice he knocks them down every day,” 
Rose said. 

Added Boozer: “He’s battle-tested. That’s why 
he’s here. Thibs knew if we needed a big to step in 
that he could be that guy to give us big minutes.”

Do a lot of these songs come from your own 
experiences? 

I really admire people who can write fiction 
songs, but I haven’t quite gotten to that point 
where I can re-create emotion from a third- 
person point of view. It all has to come from 
thoughts and feelings directly related to me. 

Does that make it tough to put the music out 
there for public consumption? 

It does. My first album, “Look Alive,” was re- 
ally dark and really wasn’t even meant to be 
released as a proper product. It was just some- 
thing I made entirely selfishly as therapy. 

When you put that first record out, did you 
have famiiy members calling, iike, “Are you 
OK?” 

You know, most of them knew what was going 
on. I’m generally a fairly upbeat person. Part of 
making those tunes is that it takes the darkness 
away a little bit. I try to channel it into stuff like 
that, so it leaves my personal interactions to be 
more about Monty Python skits.

Jamie Foxx 

“Best Night 
of My Life” 

(J Records) 

Surely no one 
expects subtlety 
from an album 
called “Best Night 
of My Life,” featur- 
ing guest appearances by artists 
such as T.I., Ludacris and Souija 
Boy (as well as Drake and Justin 
Timberlake). Still, it’s hard not to feel 
overwhelmed by Foxx’s follow-up 
to 2008’s multi-platinum “Intuition.” 
There’s not an imaginative idea to 
be found, whether Foxx is express- 
ing love for Patron on two consecu- 
tive tracks, making sex talk seem 
unintentionally funny on “Rejoice” 
or embarrassingly declaring, “God’s 
missing an angel ’cause you’re right 
here” on “Gorgeous,” which is des- 
tined for reality dating show finales 
and college mixtapes that are sure 
to seem ridiculous years from now. 
Musically the record seems blandly 
produced by the HitMaker 5000 
with expected doses of AutoTune, 
alternating between club thump- 
ers such as the terrible “Yep Dat’s 
Me” and sentimental ballads such as 
“15 Minutes.” Thankfully there’s the 
swaggering “All Said and Done” and 
“Freak,” an electronic-tinged banger 
that’s less forced than Lyrics Born’s 
recent material. “Winner” also could 
be an authoritative announcement 
of your arrival for the night if that 
wouldn’t seem so absurdly self-con- 
gratulatory. Foxx’s one confession 
that sounds authentic is “Fall For 
Your Type,” on which his soft croon 
expresses a vulnerable, familiar 
sentiment to lonely hearts prone to 
repeating the same mistakes.

That’s part of what makes the forthcoming album, 
“In the Morning,” which the indie rockers wiU make 
available for Monday’s final show of their December 
residency at Schubas, such an interesting experiment. 
Much of the album was written during summer 2009 
when Goodkin, 33, was courting his now-wife— an 
incredibly joyous period in his life. Reached in early 
December at his home in North Center, Goodkin 


discussed his therapeutic debut, his fondness for the 
blues and the genius of “Breaking Bad.” 

How are you approaching this Schubas residency? 

We’re approaching it by iosing our minds. We don’t 
piay a iot iive. We tend to make them more iike events 
when we piay. We’ve got a coupie different covers for 
each show, which is cooi. it’s stuff that’s siightiy different 
for us. Like a Band cover. Or a John Lennon cover. We 
might even give a David Byrne cover a shot. You know, 
sink or swim. 

If you could pick any artist to cover Paper Arrows, 
whom would it be and what song would you want to 
hear them do? 

i wouid choose either to have Gien Hansard cover our 
song “Expiosions Beiow” or to have the iate Johnny 
Cash cover anything. 

How surreal was it to hear your music on MTV’s “The 
Real World?” 

it was bizarre, man, cause i’d never watched an episode 
of “The Reai Worid”-even back when it was new. They 
don’t reaiiy teii you what they’re going to use or when 
or how much of it. We happened to get an e-maii the 


night before, but i was reaiiy hesitant to even teii any- 
body about it. What if they change their mind? But they 
ended up using the whoie song right at the peak of the 
episode. 

Is there a show you’d want to hear your music on? 

[Deadpans] Other than “Giee?” i’d iove to get on 
“Breaking Bad.” That’s iike my favorite show ever, but i 
don’t think they use a iot of music on it. 

Funny that you’d pick a show nearly as bleak as your 
music. What was it about the biues that struck a 
chord with you when you started piaying guitar? 

You can’t escape the biues when you taik about mod- 
ern music, i’ve aiways thought that at its root, the biues 
is about confronting pain and suffering through music. 
You can take the worst things that can happen to you 
on a personai ievei-my woman ieft me, my dog got run 
over-and then make a song out of it. 

Does that help explain why some of your songs are 
so emotionally devastated? 

Yeah, i think-and this isn’t a unique thought-a iot of 
great art comes out of the need to express pain and an- 
guish. if you funnei those feeiings and emotions into a 
song or whatever, it can take a iot of the pain away. And

Meet the new face of justice 



Mattie Ross (Hailee Steinfeld) won’t 
stand for her father’s murderer getting 
away without anyone on his tail, so the 
14-year-old hires grouchy U.S. Marshal 
“Rooster” Cogburn (Jeff Bridges) to 
pursue the fugitive. The pair is joined by 
a Texas ranger (Matt Damon) who’s been 
tasked with bringing in the same man for 
killing a Texas senator. 

The buzz: Few would have predicted 
that writer-director brothers Joel and 
Ethan Coen would follow 2009’s bril- 
liant, Judaism-centered study of faith, “A 
Serious Man,” with a remake of a 1969 
Western (based on Charles Fords’ 1968 
novel), which starred John Wayne as 
Rooster. That fearless unpredictability is 
sometimes what makes the filmmakers 
great, so they must have a good reason to 
put originality on hold for a little while. 

The verdict: Itchy fellows, those Coens 
can be, and “True Grit” moves at a clip in 
its second act that doesn’t let its journey 
or lively script achieve the original’s ten- 
sion or emotion. What remains is its de- 
termination and attitude, particularly as 
two handfuls of consecutive great scenes 


begin the slyly funny film. The story flirts 
with notions that certain acts may or may 
not be wrong (stealing from a thief) while 
suggesting others simply are wrong, 
with no opening for debate. Newcomer 
Steinfeld puts real juice into Mattie’s 
defiance as she talks circles around men 


twice her size and three or four times her 
age. With Rooster, given gruffness if not 
stature by Bridges, this spunky young girl 
vows to do right by her family a mission 
that’s always relevant. There is no glory in 
justice, only a case closed.
